‘his means that in nearly every 
case the producers will get the top- 
notch price for their product, and 
that the vast or major part of those 
who do not get the No, 1 grading 
will secure that price less a few 
cents, because of the small margin 
as between No, 1 and No, 2. 

Thus, with the yield which is ex- 
pected, it is probable that the re- 
turns to the province in dollars and 
cents will be far in excess of what 
had been feared during the earlier 
stages, 

In the southern part of the prov- 
ince threshing lias been entirely 
completed in many places, accord- 
ing to information received -by the 
United Grain Growers, and the 
marketing is being carrigd on with 
greater speed than ever in the his- 
tory of the south country. Already, 
in fact, many points have received 
nearly all the wheat which is to be 
shipped, and these receipts are cor- 
responding with estimates made. 

Inthe north the threshing is much 
farther behind, but results are fully 
up to expectations, though there are 
many fields where the frost and 
drought brings results which are 
disappointing.

Britain, Not Satisfied With What 


She Has Done for India, is Hard 


At Work Upon the Difficult’ Problem of Giving the People a 
Greater Measure of Self-Government 


Great Britain is hard at work, in 
spite of her gigantic war operations, 
upon the dificult problem of giving 
India a greater measure of self-gov- 
ernment. 

There are 315,000,000 people con- 
cerned, more than three times the 
population of the United States, 
nearly forty times over the population 
of Canada, 

Great feudal lords, under the suzer- 
ainty of Britain have well established 
rights there, The caste system is 
dead against the jdea of the equality 
of men on election day, which our 
democracy teaches, _ Only a small 
proportion are Christian, and care 
much for what we mean by modern 
civilization, 


Instead of olden time inter-tribal 


war, which was incessant; widow- 
burning as a religious rite; girl-baby 
sacrificing as a recognized thing; 
drowning the aged in sacred rivers 
as a filial duty; robbery as a fine 
art to be encouraged in the public 


welfare, Britain has brought peace, 
mercy, justice, quictude to India. 

And the Indians are grateful and 
satisfied, as was speedily shown at 
the outbreak of war, when such a 
prodigal outlay of men, money and 
ancient treasure was laid at the foot 
of the empire’s throne, as even that 
opulent country had never dreamt of 
before. 

Britain is not satisfied with what 
she has done for India, however. She 
wants her great eastern empire to 
enjoy all the blessings modernity has 
brought to western nations. 

The Right Honorable Edwin 
Samuel Montagu, secretary of state 
for India in the British cabinet, has 
great plans for India’s future, And 
for his * model state he looks across 
seas to our own Dominion, 

“Look at Canada,” he says. “There 
you see the fulfilment of the purposes 
of our empire, The fact that the 

eople in Canada are subjects of the 

ing is a source of inspiration to 
them, and not a handicap on, their 
freedom, Their loyalty, and self- 
sacrifice in this war prove beyond 
question that they have been and 
are satisfied with their relationship 
to the British empire. 

“We believe that a similar result 
can be achieved in India, and that 
in spite of differences in race. In- 
dians and Europeans can and will co- 
operate with each other in the great 
work that lies before them in India. 
We recognize that the difficulties are 
enormous, for no person can say rea- 
sonably that “India is yct ready for 
the micasure of self-government ex- 
isting now in Canada, 

“In India there are still, unfortu- 
nately, nearly 300,000,000 people who 
can neither read nor write, There 
are differences in religion and caste 
which make common action on _na- 
tional lines difficult, and+ prejudices 
must be overcome before Andia can 
nation-

Highlanders’ Bombs

A wounded officer describes the 
novel way in which a small party of 
surprised Highlanders met an unex- 
pected enemy attack, 

“The Germans got further into the 
trenches,” he writes. “So far, indeed, 
that they surprised a party of High- 
landers in the peaceful occupation of 
porridge-making for a section due for 
night duty. The  porridge-makers 
had no time to seize weapons, In- 
stead they scized their precious pot 
of porridge and flung it in the face 
of the advancing foe, There were 
yells of rage as the scalding por- 
ridge fell among the soldiers of the 
kaiser. One of the funniest sights 
of the whole war, I am told, was 
to sec a German officer trying to 
look dignified before his men in a 
uniform covered with porridge. The 
method of repelling the attack was 
novel, but effective. It was more 
deadly than liquid fire, I fancy, for it 
put an end to the attack in that 
quarter, 

“When we relieved the Highland 
porridge-makers we found them in a 
terrible funk, they didn’t mind  fac- 
ing the worst attack the enemy could 
make, but they were quaking at the 
prospect of explaining to hungry 
comrades what had happened to the 
porridge. I tricd to console the man 
with whom-this brainy idea origin- 
ated by telling him he ought. to have 
the V.C. He would have none of my 
consolation. ‘That may be,’ he ans- 
wered, ‘but what aboot Wee Jock 
’s paritch? He'll hammer hell out 
o’ me when he comes back and finds 
it’s a’ wasted on they German 
devils!’ ”

A “gas” officer has been telling of 
the extraordinary developments which 
have taken place in the use of gas.

A typical example of Swedish house- 
hold art, worthy of a place In the 
Swedish muscum at Skansen, came 
to light when a heavy wool embroid- 
ered carriage ne was found in a cu- 
riosity shop in the States lately, Al- 
though it has seen service on a pol- 
ished: floor, the fair blond of Scania 
jnever intended it for a rug. In the 
homeland it was a robe for a sleigh 
or carriage and taken indoors to cov- 
er carved wooden benches, the hew- 
ed tables or a’ built-in bed, The size,

Iceland’s Culture 


“A Pen Scratching in Every 
tage’ Since Days of the 
Sagas 

There are few nations that can 
point to a brighter record of culture 
than this little nation of one hundred 
thousand people (Iceland) practical- 
ly isolated on their Arctic island for 
nearly one thousand years. Why did 
they not revert to barbarism, as has 
been the fate of many white groups 
out of touch with outside civiliza- 
tion? There is but one answer. The 
Promethean flame which kindled the 
genius of the old, now nameless, 
monks—the saga authors—has never 
died in Iceland. It could not die: so 
long as the sagas lived, firing the 
spiritual life of the nation, 

Each period of national prosperity 
since the saga age has been a revival 
of literary activity. Now Iceland is 
more progressive in a material way 
than ever in its history, and behold 
there is a pen scratching in every 
cottage; there is a poet apostrophiz- 
ing every waterfall, dedicating the 
summer crop of poppies and daffo- 
dils, and charming or at least trying 
to.charm the innumerable host of 
fays and light elves, trolls and water 
sprites and ‘landvaettir” which have 
endowed the bleak hills and moun- 
tains of Iceland with an immortal 
soul, 


Substitutes for Tin Cans 


Cardboard, Wood and Fibre Being 
Used 

The scarcity of tin for commodity 
containers has led to the adoption 
of cardboard boxes on a large scale, 
not only in this country but in Eng- 
land, It is reported through a’ Unit- 
ed States commercial attache at Lon- 
don that 5,000,000 cardboard and 
fibre containers are produced in that 
city each week. This substitute was 
introduced in England after the re- 
ceipt of a large number of samples 
from America in June, 1917. As 
showing that the United States is to 
be credited with this particular econ- 
omy, it is said that nearly 80 per 
cent. of the substitute containers 
made in the United Kingdom — are 
manufactured with machines made by 
one manufacturer in the United 
States. In the manufacture of card 
index and similar boxes, cardboard, 
wood and fibre are being utilized. 
The attache reports also that tin con- 
tainers are now used in England only 
for pressed foodstuffs and meats, 


Alfalfa Saves Grain 


Is Improvement on Wheat, Barley 
and Oat Chaff 


Alfalfa hay, ground fine and mixed 
with an equal portion of grain, is de- 
clared, by a prominent dairyman in 
Minnesota, to. save half the grain 
otherwise required and to give re- 
sults equal to the full feed of grain, 
It has been the practice of success~ 
ful farmers for many years to fced 
part chaff with ground grain both to

Sealing Up Ostend 


Feat Was Tried in the Seventeenth 
Century 


Just as in these days, when Ostend 
harbors a nest of piratical subma- 
tines, there was a period, in the 
seventeenth century, A there went 
forth from the towr pirate vessels te 
prey-upon other craft. Efforts were 
made to bring this state of outlawry 
to an end, The Netherlands goyern- 
ment endeavored to seal up the har- 
bor, as the British did with the old 
Vindictive, so as to prevent vessels 
coming out, 

But there was one notable occa- 
sion in 1662, so the chronicle runs, 
when some ships managed to elude 
the vigilance of the Dutch man-of- 
war, Out they sailed, only to find 
that their sortie had been observed. 
They appear to have put up a fight 
and one of the captains, a certain 
Jan Jacogsen, engaged the Dutch 
admiral’s vessel and_ succeeded in 
sinking it. The doughty fone tri- 
umph, however, was to be short-lived, 
Over-powered*by numbers, his cap- 
ture scemed certain. 

But even in defeat Jan gave the 
law an altogether unexpected slip by 
setting fire to his powder magazine, 
Rocketing himself, his crew, and’ his 
ship into the air, he terminated, not 
ingloriously, according to the feeling 
of those times, a pirate’s carcer after 
a fashion perhaps more spectacular 
but certainly less cruel, than that 
which would have been meted out to 
him had the Dutch succeeded in tak- 
ing him prisoner, 


Bavaria’s Tight Belt 


Have to Depend on New Harvest 
for Food 


The Bavarian government is 8 
hard pushed for food that it is 
forced, in order to make the people 
tighten their belt and clench their 
teeth for the last laps of the race 
with hunger, openly to avow its 
plight. 

“Only for a short time longer will 
the breadstuffs remaining over from 
the last harvest hold out,” says the 
Bavarian Staats Zeitung. “We shall 
have to depend on the new harvest 
for food even more than we did last 
year, Everything depends on the 
1918 harvest being quickly threshed 
and transported to the mills. In Ba- 
varia alone we need 6,000 trucks of 
grain for one month’s supply. It will 
not be easy to distribute such a 
quantity in time, but it must be done. 

“For this reason certain 
have been chosen for early thresh- 
ing and have been given a specia 
supply of coal, petrol, and other fuels 
as well as_ military help. 
prices are being given for 
threshed and delivered before July 
16. We warn farmers, however, 
against cutting corn still unripe. 

“The whole question of our food 
supplies depends upon the result of 
threshing in the next fortnight.” A 
later Berlin Tageblatt bitterly com-

All who love the sea are familiar 
with the kelp, which is found on all 
Canadian coasts. The weed anchors 
itself by a suction button which 
clings to a rock at the bottoin of the 
surge and keeps itself floating by a 
bladderlike attachment which buoys 
up the leaves, often six feet long, 

We may yet come to be thankful 
for the emergency which taught us 
the value of the sea-meadows, for 
it bids fair to give us a new set of 
industries, and also a new race of

Foch Strong for Offensive 


Has Found the Weak Point in Ger- 
man Line 


The man who looms largest in the 
eye of the world today, who carries 
the most staggering load of respon- 
sibility laid on the shoulder of any 
individual, has this month entered his 
sixty-eighth year in the midst of 4 
supreme achievement, Before his 
meteoric rise to fame in the present 
war General Foch was little known, 
even in his own country, outside of 
military circles. When he became 
gencralissimo of all the allied armies 
in France, after Lloyd George had 
won his battle for unity of command, 
there were few biographical materials 
ready at hand. Writers have since 
eagerly explored his life, and a sat- 
isfying sketch has been produced by 
Major Robert M. Johnston, U. 
(publisher, Thomas -Allen, Toronto) 
Like so many Frenchmen,of — genius 
Foch has the blood of the Midi. He 
was born on August 4, 1851, in Tar- 
bes, a little city in the Pyrenees, 
where his father held an adiministra- 
tive post. He was educated at pro- 
vincial citics, and it is supposed that 
he acquired carly, under the influence 
of clerical teachers, those — strictly 
religious habits which are distinctive 
of the man, In 1871 he entered the 
Ecole Polytechnique, where he show- 
ed a marked talent for precise stud- 
ies such as geometry and logic, Vor 
twenty-five years after his choice of 
a military profession his career of- 
fers no salient features. He passed 
through various garrisons as an ar- 
tillery officer, was promoted to the 
rank of captain in 1878, and in 1884 
was admitted to the Ecole de Guerre 
(School of War)ias a student, Twelve 
years later, ranking then as a major, 
he returned to the Ecole de Guerre 
as an instructor, In 1901 he was sent 
back to the line as lieutenant-colonel, 
and in 1907 became brigadier colonel, 
commanding the artillery of the Sth 
corps at Orleans. From this he was 
almost immediately transferred to the 
post of commandant of the Ecole de 
Guerre, at which he had previously 
achieved a great reputation as a 
teachef, In 1911 he returned to the 
line, and the war found him in coin- 
mand of the 20th corps, headquarters 
Nancy, one of the highest positions 
at the time. As commander of the 
9th army at the battle of the Marne 
he played a decisive part. Ile was 
later chosen by Joffre to help in stay- 
ing the German urge toward Amiens 
and Calais in 1914-15; in 1916 he was 
in the battle of the Somme, and he 
became inevitably the chief of staff 
when Joffre retired from the com- 
mand of the French army. 

Major Johnston devotes his leading 
chapter to Foch as a teacher and 
theorist. He says that Foch, more 
than any other man, created the mode 
of thought under which the general 
and staff of the French army entered 
the war. He preached the doctrine of 
the offensive at all costs. “While 
maintaining, as he must, the best de- 
fensive that can be organized against 
the vast weight of the German armies, 
we know that he will seck, and seek 
with the keenest vision, for any point 
in the German line at which the 
counter-offensive blow can be launch- 
ed.” These words, written in May, 
1918, before Foch had launched his 
counter-offensive, have a prophetic 
significance, Foch the generalissimo, 
has put into practice the theories of 
Voch the professor. He sought and 
found the point in the German line at 
which to strike, and he struck hard 
and effectively, He is still striking on 
the principle cnuneiated in his teach- 
ings, “We must place the adversary, 
and fix him, so as to deprive him of 
his liberty of action,” He has given 
the Germans neither the time nor the 
opportunity to reorganize their shat- 
tered divisions.-Toronto Globe.

Whicn you first see General Haig 
leaps such is my experience — you 
think what a handsome man he _ is. 
When you next see him you feel what 
a strong man he is, in body and 
|character, When you have seen him 
\often and at close quarters, though 
you do not lose the first impressions, 
you find his master attribute to be 
doggedness, qualified but not camou- 
flaged by the quiet manner of a mod- 
est gentleman, Nevertheless, I speak 
within my knowledge when I say that 
no man in this war has accepted crit- 
icisin, even from civilians and_politi- 
cians, with a more open mind or so 
overcome military prejudices in obe- 
dience to the demand of new events. 


A remarkable example is his rapid 
promotion during the last six months 
of civilian soldiers and his entire, 


whole-hearted acceptance of the war 
correspondent, to whom at one per- 
iod he was more vehemently opposed 
than any soldier in high command, 
The history of generalship ought 
to be written by a physician, some 
one said in writing of Napoleon's last 
battle. I suppose:no one has borne 
the brunt of war more continuously 


power than General Haig. Scarcely 
for a moment has his health wilted, 
and he attributes much of his energy 
to the calyalryman’s love of the sad- 
dle. Every day at the front except 
when the battle was hot, you could 
‘sec him riding out from headquart- 
ers with a lancer or two in attend- 
ance and all who saw him p from 
French civilian to British officer, said 
in effect: “There goes a man who is 
every inch a soldier,” 

Haig, too, is a student as well asa 
leader; and always was. Soon after I 
had enjoyed my first considerable in- 
terview with him, I asked an old and 
famous instructor of the Staff College 
whether, on the whole, the best stu- 
dents while at the staff college has 
afterwards proved the best officers. 
To tell the truth, I rather expected, 
and almost wished him to say no, His 
answer was complete. “Much the 
three best students I ever had were 
Haig, Robertson and Rawlinson, in 
that order of merit.” — W, Beach

Save Wheat Flour by Increased Use 
of Potatoes 


Every household where home-made 
bread is baked can save wheat flour 
by an increased use of potatoes in 
the bread and still have a most ap- 
petizing loaf, Save the left-over po- 
tatoes from noon dinner, including 
the water in which they were boiled— 
unless it happens that you have boil- 
ed them with the jackets on, In this 
case it is better to use fresh water, 
Mash the potatoes thoroughly while 
they are still warm and freshly cook- 
ed, add a small quantity of lukewarm 
water in which the yeast has been 
dissolved with the required amount 
of salt and set aside until next morn- 
ing, then mix into a stiff dough in 
the ordinary way. st aside again 
to prove, and when light knead down 


once; then let the dough rise until 
light and mould into loay Put 
into the pans, Let the loaves rise 
again until light. Bake in a moder 
ate oven, 


You can use potatoes up to 50 per 
cent, of the total amount of dough 
required but when a large proportioti

The Cuban crop of sugar has fal- 
len short by 300,000 tons of the pre- 
vious estimates; the American sugar 
beet crop has also proved disappoint- 
ing as has the Louisiana 1e crop. 
The recent German drive was a fur- 
ther cause of sugar shortage as a 
large beet acreage was overrun and 
many sugar factories destroyed. 
‘Thousands of tons of sugar have been 
sunk by submarines, including a 13,- 
000 ton cargo recently lost off the 
Atlantic coast. Conservation of sug- 
ar is imperative. There is sugar in 
Canada for everybody in moderation 


in the villages over which the battle 
wave has cbbed.
